Theoretical Water Plant Would 


Soon go on the Hocks Says 


President Tittie 


Tho following 
communication 
has 
been received by T h e D ispatch: 


'T o E d i t o r o k T h e D i s p a t c h :— 


“You say in your Wednesday’s issue 
that the 
report of the Commercial 
Club’s Power Committee created con­ 
siderable comment, especially tho part 
which showed that the city w as produc­ 
ing theoretically 
$70,000 worth of elec­ 
tric current, while as a matter of fact, 
the gross income of its electric plant 
from all sources was about $18,(XX) or 
$19,(XX). 
“I venture to suggest that if the com­ 
mittee employed the same style of figur 
ing in tho case of electricity, which it 
has in the case af water, it is no trick at 
all to explain this appalling annual loss 
of $50,(XX). 
“Tho report says if the Minnesota 
Watar Works Company permitted tho 
employment of meters, its rates would 
be from 50 to 25 cents per thousand gal 
Ions or an average of 37U> cents per 
thousand gallons. 
Exactly how it can 
bo said that the average would be 37fjj 
cents, unless one 
knew the proportion 
of consumers at the several rates, does 
not appear. 
Hut asdho committee lav­ 
ishly cuts this “average'’ rate in two 
anyhow, 
I suppose a little difficulty of 
this sort does not make any difference. 
Then figuring on a monthly consumption 
of 28,000 000 gallons, it puts the theore­ 
tical plant’s gross income at $4,250 per 
month, or $51,OOO a year. 
“The ‘average’ rate permitted by the 
Minnesota Water Works 
Company’s 
franchise, being twice the ‘average’ rate 
which produces this enormous return, it 
follows that all the water company has 
to do is to charge the legal price for wa­ 
ter, and take 8102,000a year from the peo 
pie of Brainerd, not to say anything 
about the $ti,000 hydrant rental, which 
is so small an amount in comparison 
that one is almost ashamed to speak of 
it. $102,000 is probably one twentieth 
of the total earnings of all the people in 
Brainerd. 
In point of fact leaving out 
what it gets from the Northern Pacific 
Railway company, the Minnesota Water 
Works Company’s gross annual income 
from consumers has never exceeded the 
sum of $12,(XX). 
If there is any rhyme 
or reason in the committee's figures, the 
water company has been 
wantonsiy 
throwing away $90,000 a year. 
If it has 
been doing this, it surely is the fool of a 
corporation, or a philanthropist entitled 
to a monument. 
“I do not mean by any of this to criti­ 
cise the committeee. 
It has no doubt 
given conscientious attention to an im­ 
portant and complicated question. 
But 
I do not believe the committee itself in­ 
tends its statistics to be taken serious­ 
ly. 
But if it does, let mo call attention 
to two or three facts: 
“(I) 
Only 
a fraction 
of 
the 
water 


pumped bv a water plant shows itself in 
revenue. 
In Grand 
v’orks, Nor th 
D a ­ 
kota, th e m ete r system is in vogue. 
I n 
19U3, 31X1,000,000 gallons of water wore 
pumped into tho mains. T h o city which 


ed 400,000 gallons. 
The Northern Pa 
cifie was then paying a little over seven 
dollars a day for its water. 
In other 
words instead of paying an ‘average’ 
rate of 3 7 ^ conts per thousand gallons, 
or the 18% cents rate proposed for the 
theoretic plant, it was paying less th a n 
two cents per thousand gallons. 
Two 
years ago when tho Minnesota dc I n t e r 
national yards 
were consolidated 
with 
tho N or ther n Pacific, the rental was in 
creased to a b out sixteen dollars a 
clay. 
Assuming th a t the consumption 
of wa­ 
te r fias not increased this mak es a rate 
of about four c e n fs a thousand gallons. 
T h i s price was agreed to by the railway 
company only a fter str enuo us ob jection, 


and because I proved by the actual fig 
ures th at tho plant could not be o p e r a t ­ 
ed unless it was paid.
